SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A munici­ 
pal employes walkout shut down the San 
Francisco transit system to the last ca­ 
ble car today. 
Unions representing 7,500 city work­ 
e rs set up picket lines at one minute 
after midnight in a wage dispute with th« 
city board of supervisors. 
Streets were jammed with cars. Tie 
traffic backed up onto bridges across 
San Francisco Bay, clogging incoming su­ 
burban commuter traffic. 
The strike affected most city serv­ 
ices except for police and fire depart­ 
ments. Some schools were closed 


Garbage collections continued as that 
service is handled by private firm s in 
San Francisco. 
The city - operated airport continued 
normal service although janitors walked 
out and set up a picketline. 
San Francisco General Hospital, cen­ 
ter of some of the most militant union 
demands, was cut back to emergency- 
only service and a health departm ent 
official said “ at least four-fifths’’ of the 
hospital’s 1,800 workers failed to show 
up. 
The strike was called by four unions 
representing nurses, blue-collar hospital 
and city w orkers and clerks. 
City Attorney Thomas O’Connor called 


the walkout iHer * i 
warned those tak­ 
ing part they could be fired. 
As the board of supervisors and Mayor 
Joseph Alioto held a fruitless, 14-hour 
bargaining session with labor leaders 
in Alioto’s office, picket lines went 
up a minute after midnight at the city 
transit system , San Francisco Interna­ 
tional 
Airport, 
museums, 
librai ion, 
schoo 
buildings and welfare offices. 
Union streetcar, cublecar and bus driv­ 
ers, though not involved in the wage dis­ 
pute, refused to cross the picket lines, 
shutting down the transit system 
Striking workers set up picket lines 
at 7 a.m. at City Hall, the Hall of Jus­ 
tice and city and county adm inistrative 
offices. 
Mayor Joseph 1 . Mioto and city super­ 
visors continued negotiations with 10un­ 
ion leaders in an effort to settle the 
dispute. 
The strike w.ts called by four unions 
representing 
1,000 nurses, 1,500 norv- 
professional hospital w orkers, 1,500 jam 
itors and 3,500 clerks and other w orkers 
in city departm ents. 
San Francisco General Hospital said 
its emergency section was “ fullystaffed 
to take care of any em ergency,’’ but 
hospital services w ere cut in other areas 
by walkouts of seivice personnel and 
snarled by refusals by some doctors to 
fill out the form s necessary for govern­ 
ment health care. 


About one fourth of the employes 
showed up at the main adm inistrative 
office of the City Welfare Department. 
Garbage collection was not affected. 
It is handled in San Francisco by pi > 
vate “ scavenger” firm s. 
The deYoung Memorial Museum in 
Golden Gate Park was closed to pro­ 
tect priceless art treasures. Not enou h 
employes showed up to furnish proper 
security, the museum said. 


Thousand.-, of com m uters took cars to 
work for the first time in months. City 
officials appealed to them to fill t v 
ery car with neighbors and others trav­ 
eling to the city. 
The San Francisco Bay area’s throngs 
of hitch - hiking hippies had a field <1 iy 
with the heavy flow of traffic. “ They all 
got picked up today,’’ said a Greyhound 
bus driver from suburban Marin Coun­ 
ty.

Egyptian military positions

Israeli planes attacked an Egyptian 
SAM2 m issile base in the Nile Delta 
65 m iles north of Cairo today then sil­ 
enced Egyptian artillery that had opened 
a barrage against Israeli positions in 
the southern sector of the Suez Canal, a 
military spokesman announced in Tel 
Aviv. 
Another Israeli attack pounded Egyp­ 
tian artillery and antiaircraft defenses 
in the northern canal sector for an hour 
and 40 minutes later today. 
Egypt said a large number of its 
troops crossed the canal last Sunday, 
established a bridge-head 13 m iles deeD 
in the 
Israel - occupied Sinai D esert 
and used it to launch attacks for three 
days, killing between 14 and 20 troops 
in rocket attacks and knocking out 25 
armored cars. 
On the political front Israeli M inister 
of Information Yisrael Galili said there 
could be a breakthrough in the Middle 
East peace negotiations if Egyptian P res­ 
ident Gamal Abdel Nasser is overthrown. 
And Israeli Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin 
rushed home unexpectedly from Wash­ 
ington. 
Diplomatic sources said the Rabin re­ 
turn “ looks a lot more dram atic than it 
really is .” They said he would brief the 
government on President Nixon’s delay 
in announcing the sale of Phantom and 
Skyhawk jets to Israel, the current Big 
Four talks on the Middle East and U.N. 


negotiator Gunnar V. Jarrin g ’s trip to 
New York for talks with Israeli and Arab 
representatives. 
The am bassador had been expected to 


return home earlier this week but word 
was the trip had been canceled.

Cambodia orders Red 
forces to leave country 


PHNOM PENH 
(UPI) 
- The Cam­ 
bodian government disclosed today it 
had sent letters to Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong leaders demanding they withdraw 
their forces from this country by dawn 
on Sunday. 
The demand came in notes dated March 
12 and addressed to the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong governments. 
They were made public today by Prem ier 
Lon Nol who is in charge while Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk is in Europe. 


Sihanouk left P aris today for Moscow 
to warn that right-wing elem ents might 
seize power in his country unless both 
the Soviet Union and Communist China 
stop supporting his Communist polit­ 
ical enemies in Cambodia. 
At the same time, the Cambodian 
prim e m inister demanded an increase 
of 10,000 men for his 30,000 man armed 


forces to combat subversive elem ents 
along the border, the official news agency 
reported. 
It said reports Cambodia 
wanted a 60,000 man increase were 
in e rro r. 
The government notes to Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong expressed “ sincere re­ 
g rets” for the mob action Wednesday 
which sacked the em bassies of the two 
governments in Phnom Penh. 
The em­ 
bassy attacks were followed up Thurs­ 
day by a rampage through the Viet­ 
namese quarters of the CIH. 
But the notes said the Wednesday 
incidents had “ really reflected the sent­ 
im ents of the Cambodian people exas­ 
perated by the persistence of the ter­ 
ritorial violations, encroachments and 
occupations by forces of the Viet Cong 
Provisional Revolutionary Government, 
and of the Democratic Republic of North 
Vietnam.”

“ Revolutionary 
Fore»- 9,” claimed to 
have set. By midday today. New York 
police had received nearly 400telephone 
bomb threats in the two day period, keep­ 
ing the bomb squad working around the 
clock. 
There were no threats given to warn 
police to two firebombings in Appleton, 
Wis., during the night. A blaze started 
with tinned gas caused $500 damage to 
Lawrence College’s ROTC classroom 
building before it was extinguished awl 
heavier damage re sulted from a blaz** 
started with a Molotov cocktail placed 
in

conference 
room at West High 
School. 


There were no injuries in the Apple­ 
ton incidents. 
In Chicago late Thursday a parked po­ 
lice car was bombed with a black pow­ 
der bomb and a cherry bomb firecrack­ 
er was thrown under another carrying 
two policemen. Both vehicles were slight­ 
ly damaged but the men were uninjured.

Gambling mecca stunned 


by worst strike in history 


LAS VEGAS 
(UPI) - 
Economic 
Shockwaves shook this gambling mecca 
today as the worst strike in Nevada 
history closed the Las Vegas strip 
and ripped holes in government and 
private money bags. 
State and county officials reported 
mounting losses in gambling revenues 
and businesses which supply goods to 
the strip reported layoffs. 
They said 
m ore would follow within a week if 
the strike by the 14,000 culinary and 
bartenders union m embers continued. 
The 16 struck casinos, which phased 
out multimillion dollar operations since 
the m assive walkout Wednesday, closed 
all doors to the public late Thursday. 
Hundreds of cars jammed onto the 
Strip at sundown as curious residents 
poured into the strike area to view 


the phenomenon of darkened neon signs 
and deserted casinos tor the first time 
in the history of the resort area. 
Clark County sh e riffs deputies stop- 
lied southbound traffic at one point along 
the strip for an hour to unsnarl cars 
which were backed up for two m iles 
in parking lot fashion. 
First hit by the walkout was the 
Nevada Power Co. which was estim ated 
it was losing about $1,600 a day in 
revenue from the clicking off of the 
world’s largest neon lights lining the 
strip. 
Edward Bowers, executive secretary 
of the Nevada Gaming Commission said 
the state was losing $3i,000 a din 
in gambling revenue ind 
cials estim ated their losses at 
a day.

UCLA, which has won the

victory after Utah 
State nicked Santa Clara 69-68 
in the opener. 
“ I was very well pleased, 
particularly with our defense,” 
said Wooden whose past three 
national champs featured the 
great Lew Alcindor.

easy,” he said. “ They’re a good

With the game tied 8-8 in the 
early going, the Bruins went on 
a 24-8 tear to lead 32-16 with 
6:46 in the first half.

Sidney Wicks, a 6-8 junior 
forward and sophomore guard 
Henry Bibby each tallied 20 for

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Housing industry 


Home-seekers are being hit with a 1-2-3 punch this year: 
One — Housing is at its scarcest since 1950, despite the fact 
that the number of homes and apartments constructed in 1969 
was the highest in 14 years. 
Two — Monthly payments are taking a bigger chunk out 
of the average American’s paycheck than at any time since the 
Depression. 
Housing costs, 
including financing, have risen 
twice as fast as the average price index in the last five years. 
The median price of a new house today is approaching $27,- 
000. By the traditional yardstick, this means that it takes 
an annual 
income of nearly $13,000 to afford the payments. 
Less than 
20 per cent of American families meet this test. 
Three — New housing starts in the first half of this year will 
probably be the lowest since immediately after World War n. 
Total construction in 1970 is projected at about 1.1 million 
units, down from 1969’s 1.5 million and about a half-million 
short of the number needed to keep up with demand. 
The major reason for the drop is that both banks and build­ 
ers have run out of mortgage money. The former have been 
hit hard by savings withdrawals as money has fled to invest­ 
ments paying higher returns. As a consequence, the latter are 
running out of financing commitments before the construction 
year has fairly begun. 
In short, almost everything that could possibly go wrong with 


the housing situation is going wrong this year. That is the con­ 
clusion of the latest nationwide 
survey of the U.S. housing 
market by Advance Mortgage Corp. of Chicago. 
The severe credit squeeze of 1966 is one big reason for 
the current inflation in housing, 
says the company’s presi­ 
dent, Irving Rose. It reduced the supply of skilled labor, 
subcontractors, builders and land so much that when housing 
picked up again they could command a premium for scarcity. 
Now the same thing is happening again at a time when hous­ 
ing needs are greater than ever. 


“ At present, housing is the first victim in any brush with 
inflation,” says Rose. “ As a nation, we make economic poli­ 
cy 
as though housing were expendable. But there will be 
greater impatience this time with a failure to solve our housing 
problems.” 
We may yet be driven to the point of declaring housing a 
national priority, 
he thinks, 
starting with a goal of a well- 
housed America and then tailoring our fiscal and monetary 
policies to serve that goal. 
“ Even then,” he warns, “ it may not be easy to break hous­ 
ing's stop - and - go cycle.” 
In the meantime, the crunch worsens for more and more 
would-be homeowners. 


Educational shock’tactics 


Ohio educators have been accused of adopting “ shock 
tactics” to force voters to approve more school taxes. 
In its simplest form, the tactic involves forcing a local 
school board to grant immediate teacher pay raises which the 
system cannot afford. The taxpayers are then warned that 
the schools are in desperate financial trouble. If this fails 
to move them to vote for higher school taxes, the schools ac­ 
tually go broke and close down. No picket lines are needed. 
This happened in Youngstown, Ohio, where in 1968 the school 
system closed its doors to 28,000 students when it ran out 
of money. After having defeated a tax levy six consecutive 
times, voters finally approved it. 
The charge is true, says William E. Henry, director of in­ 
formation Services of the Ohio Education Association. 
“Shock 
tactic . . . coercion . . . call it what you may, the 
simple truth is that closed schools bring tremendous pres­ 
sure on taxpayers of the community to vote more money for 
school operation,” he writes in Today’s Education, official 
journal of the National Education Association. 


He denies, however, that it is a plot by teachers to bank­ 
rupt the school districts. Rather it is because they are con­ 
cerned about quality education. 


Teachers are weary of “ subsidizing” the schools by fore­ 
going salary increases and by accepting larger classes and 
making do with outmoded teaching materials and out-of-date 
textbooks. 
“ Rather than mislead the public that teaching and learning 
can continue under such circumstances,” says Henry, “ to­ 
day’s teacher, backed by his professional associations, has 
taken a stand. He has said, in effect, that he will not operate 
an inadequate program.” 


It is indeed a pity that reasoned presentations of a school’s 
needs and dispassionate pleas for funds so often fail to im­ 
press the taxpayers. But while “ shock tactics” have their 
uses, they also have their limitations. The public has a 
famous capacity for getting numb to shock.

pons system, say the 
F-14 plane, at 
the price or price formula agreed on in 
the contract, it must sign on the line 
by that firm date. 
Otherwise, the government, when it 
was ready to buy, had to renegotiate 
the contract. 
There are extensive delays on most 
major weapons systems. Therefore, all 
too frequently when a cutoff date came, 
work was not advanced enough for an in­ 
telligent decision on whether to buy or 
on how many to buy. 
If the government delayed its decision 
and did renegotiate the agreement at a 
later date, the military men almost in­ 
variably found they were charged a steep­ 
er price than agreed on in the origin­ 
al contract. 
Why the steeper price? By the cutoff 
date the company often had the govern­ 
ment over a barrel. A year or two or 
three had passed since the signing of

the original arrangement. The com­ 
pany was behind schedule. The military 
needed the weapon. If the Defense De­ 
partment decided to begin again with 
some other company, there would be a 
further delay in deliveries, possibly up 
to three years or more. It would take 
that time for a new company to tool 
up for the job and develop the capa­ 
bility the original builder had built up 
while working on the project. 
In part, this situation developed be­ 
cause the Department of Defense has 
been so eager to build new weapons rap­ 
idly that it has ordered systems before 
they were researched completely and be­ 
fore component development work was 
far enough along. A tendency has been 
to contract from plans and blueprints. 
This, for example, is what went wrong 
with the M il. 
The situation was made worse because 
some 
companies knowingly underesti­ 
mated the difficulties, the costs and the 
time required to turn out the weapons 
systems they contracted to build. 
They knew in advance they would pass 
the cutoff date before they had devel­ 
oped a weapons system to a stage at 
which the Defense Department could 
determine with any degree of confidence 
whether it wanted to buy or not. 
These extraordinary contracts thus 
often penalized the government, and 
profited a company, for the company’s 
own delays. 
The government then had three choic­ 
es. It could order a pig in a poke. 
It could let its option slide and pay a 
higher price. It could call the whole 
thing off and begin again at consider­ 
able delay and expense. 
Finally, after years of this bumbling, 
someone has come up with the obvious 
simple solution - make the cutoff date 
a sliding date, tied not to the calendar, 
but to the stage of development of the 
weapon. This hopefully will mean the 
government will not be penalized because 
a company doesn’t meet an agreed-on 
deadline.

Desegregation 


WASHINGTON - In the long and hate- 
stained struggle for integration of the 
schools, climaxed by the same of La­ 
mar, S.C., one encounter in particular 
stands out for courage and staunch res­ 
olution. 
In the fall of 1937 a situation had 
developed at Little Rock. Ark., not un­ 
like that at 
Lamar. 
The 
federal courts 
had

On orders of then Gov. Orville Fau- 
bus the national guard, called out by the 
governor, prevented the negro students 
from entering. This was a direct defi­ 
ance of federal authority. While the de­ 
cision 
was unquestionably distaste­ 
ful 
President Eisenhower bit the bul­ 
let and took the only course that was 
open short of abdication. 
As a new mob developed around the 
high school in defiance of the Presi­ 
dent’s “ cease and desist” 
proclama­ 
tion. 
he ordered federal troops into 
Little Rock and federalized the Arkan­ 
sas National Guard. A thousand mem­ 
bers 
of the 327th Airborne Battle 
group of the 101st Airborne Division 
were flown in from Fort Campbell, Ky. 
Faubus 
tried more evasive demago- 
guery with attacks on the President and 
on the troops. But in the end he played 
dead and the school was integrated. 
It is scarcely an exaggeration to say 
that 
through the Eisenhower and the 
Kennedy - Johnson administrations pres­ 
sure to integrate the schools was unre­ 
mitting. Only through such 
steadfast 
and unfailing pressure has it been pos­ 
sible to hold the line and move forward. 


That is the tragedy of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s backing and filling on inte­ 
gration. Their yearning, over - the - 
shoulder look at the past was bound to 
stiffen the attitude of those determined 
to resist school integration atanycost. 
By suggesting 
a slowdown and muf­ 
fling thrust of court orders, at the in­ 
stigation of the attorney 
general, the 
cutting edge was dulled and the opening 
created for a last-ditch 
stand on the 
segregation 
line. 
One can compute 
the cost in the terror of those 39 negro 
children in the buses that were over­ 
turned and destroyed at Lamar. 
The 
curious 
performance of Sen. 
Abe 
Ribicoff 
compounded 
the con­ 
fusion and uncertainty. Besides getting 
a handsome 
harvest 
of headlines, 
Ribicoff s stand against northern seg­ 
regation in fact as well as southern seg­ 
regation 
by law and custom gave re­ 
spectability to the south’s 
principal 
spokesman, Sen. John Stennis, of Mis­ 
sissippi, 
and his amendment calling 
for application of desegregation 
uni­ 
formly through-out the nation. 
The Nixon 
blessing for the Stennis 
amendment —a kind of now - you - see - 
it, now - you - don’t blessing-added 
a little more 
smog to the 
already 
obscure atmosphere. A comic aspect 
was the way in which the Senate minori­ 
ty leader, Hugh Scott, got caught in the 
switches in an exchange with Sen. John 
Tower of Texas, one of the chief ball 
carriers for the southern strategy. A 
letter to Scott from the White House 
left the minority leader dangling in mid­ 
air. 
To this one can only add the misfor­ 
tune of Patrick Daniel Moynihan’s pur­ 
loined 
memorandum. 
His prescrip, 
tion 
for easing the strains and ten­ 
sions made a certain amount of sense. 
But the phrase “benign neglect,” which 
got the focus of attention as applica­ 
ble to the negro problem, was one that a 
counselor to the President should nev­ 
er use and particularly 
in an official 
document that was 
purloinable. “ Be­ 
nign 
neglect” has a haunting sound 
against the background of Lamar. 
Courageous voices have been raised. 
Leon 
E. 
Panetta, 
appointed by the 
White House to be chief of civil rights 
in the Department of Health, 
Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, performed an act 
rare 
in this city of entrenched office 
holders. He resigned and charged the 
administration with promoting 
racial 
separation as an easy way out. He ac­ 
cused Vice-President 
Spiro T. Agnew 


of catering to racism 
for political 
ends. 
But then Panetta added a mov­ 
ing assessment of this tragic moment: 
“ It is not just Vice - President Agnew. 
It is all of us. All of us have been raised 
in an atmosphere of anxiety and preju­ 
dice. All of us wonder what we would do 
if we had to send our children to black 
schools or if blacks moved next door.” 


How to get desegregation back on the 
tracks is the problem for the admin­ 
istration. Public 
statements deplor­ 
ing what happened at Lamar will not do 
it.”

false hopes that quick,

can be had for extremely difficult prob­ 
lems. 
One example is the persistent clamor 
for more open housing ordinances to 
break open 
racially segregated hous­ 
ing patterns which are said to underlie 
the de facto school segregation which 
is so widespread in the northern inner 
cities. 
Urbanologists 
report 
that 
states 
which have open occupancy laws or city 
ordinances 
have not seen a marked 
speed-up in the pace of housing inte­ 
gration. Change is scarcely noticeable. 
As a matter of hard fact, these emo­ 
tional blasts from quick - solution lib­ 
erals seem like cries against a strong 
wind. The projections of population in­ 
dicate 
staggeringly 
that the concen­ 
tration of blacks in the central cities 
will be far greater in the years ahead. 
Present estimates are that this year 
some 13.6 million nonwhites reside inall 
U.S. central cities. Even if there were 
no further 
in-migrations from rural 
sectors, it is calculated that total would 
rise to more than 17 million by 1985. 
Should 
today’s influx continue (it is 
below the peak migration levels of a 
few years back), the 1985 nonwhite inner 
city total might reach 20 million. Fast­ 
er influx would carry it well past that 
figure. 
If anyone 
thinks the southern “ mi­ 
gration pool” is drying up, he should 
forget the idea. 
In 1960, 
the non­ 
white, 
nonmetropolitan Negro popula­ 
tion 
in the South was 6.2 million. By 
1985 
it is estimated 
it will be 6.1 
million. 
Natural increase plus some migra­ 
tion indicates that by 1985 
the non­ 
whites will represent more than 
30 
per cent 
of the population in virtually 
all U.S. central cities. Indeed, in the 
224 such cities 
generally listed, near­ 
ly all population growth —where it is 
occurring - consists of gains in black 
population. 
Washington, 
Newark and Gary alrea­ 
dy have black majorities. It is not news 
that by 1985 such other cities as Phila­ 
delphia, 
Baltimore, 
Cleveland, 
De­ 
troit, 
Chicago, Oakland, New Orelans, 
and Richmond 
are expected to have 
similar majorities. 
In 
most of these cities, the public 
school population 
today is 
50 per 
cent 
or 
more nonwhite. In the early 
1980s, 
experts say virtually all these 
cities will join 
Washington in having 
public school populations more than 90 
per cent nonwhite. 
Obviously, 
if such proportions are 
reached, 
“ busing 
to achieve racial 
balance” can have no meaning in the 
central cities, since so few whites will 
be left to mix with. Nor can any re­ 
drawing of school district lines serve 
more than transitory purpose. 
Some urbanologists point out that the 
kind of integrated 
school the federal 


courts appear to be urging is possible 
in 
norther 
cities only when it is 
placed in stable neighborhoods where 
the population 
proportions are not 
shifting materially. 
But there are almost no such areas 
anywhere in U.S. central cities. Black 
numbers are rising sharply, 
as we 
have seen, and the white exodus to the 
suburbs continues apace. 
As everybody knows, the great pop­ 
ulation growth in the next 15 years will 
be largely in the suburbs, but it is fig­ 
ured only 7 per cent of those gains will 
come from nonwhite people. Barring 
some drastic 
new dispersal policies 
of an ordernot now being even discussed, 
inner 
city school segregation will be 
not lessened but 
greatly 
magnified 
by 1985.
